Any institution of higher learning which 
has started so manv outstanding nu n cm the way t«) 
success can Ik' proud. We here at I k can also lx- 
proud of Transylvania's accomplishments, since, 
until around 1875. we were also a part of that in- 
stitution. 

In Regard to the ceremonies on Friday afternoon 
President Donovan has made the following an-

President Eisenhower will s|x-ak on the place of the 
small, independent, c hurdi-re late-el colleges in the 
national life today. 

The program will open at 3:30 p.m. w ith an ad- 
dress bx Charles \lle-n Thomas. Mr. Thomas will 
lx- followed by Sen. John Sherman Cooper who w ill 
intrixlucc the President. Last speaker on the pro- 
gram will lx- Dr. Havmond M McLain. former 
Transv hania president, who w ill (h'dieate the 
school s new library. 

Those who miss the Presidents address on Fri- 
day afternoon will probably miss a chance in a life- 
time. There arc very few of ns w ho have ever seen 
a President of the I'nited States anil chances are 
the opportunity will neve r come- again since Ameri- 
ca is such a rapidlv Banning country. Also, this is 
our chance to exhibit that southern hospitality for 
which kentnekians are known. 

An anniversary is an important landmark. Each 
year that a college or university successfully com- 
pletes is a credit to that institution in view of the 
t.iet that the values of higher education are still 
unrecognized by some and ignored bv others. 
Therefore, xve take this opportunity to extend our 
heartiest congratulations to Transylvania on its 
175th anniversary. 



Daylight Saving Time May Result 
In Confusion On UK Campus 



Confusing but not amusiug. That xvill lx- the 
state of affairs for some next week when the City 
of Lexington goes on Daylight Saving Time. UK 
stavs on Central Standard Time, and class periods 
are mox'ed up oik- hour. 

Ix'xingtonians xvill set up their clocks one hour 
Sunday, xvhile l"k and other state' agencies will 
remain on Central Standard Time. This mix-up is 
due to a Kentuckv statute which prevents daylight 
sax ing time. 

The Williams Moorman Anti-Daylight Saving 
Time Act which xvas passed bv the General Assem- 
bly two years ago states " Tin standard time fixed 
and prescribed tor the ( xiniinoi • wealth of kentuckv 
by Act of Congress or bv orde r e>f the Interstate 
Commerce Commission shall apply to and ge>vern 
all laws, regulations and rule s re lating te) the time 
of performance e>f any act bv any eifficer or depart - 
ment ol the Commonwealth, or e)t any county . city 
oi sulxlivision en age-in y . thereof, or relating to the 
time' that any right shall accrue or determine, or 
within which any act shall or shall not lx- per- 
te»rmed by any pe-rson subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Commonwealth, and in all the' public scheK)ls 
and institutions of the' Commonwealth anel on the 
public works of the Commonwealth eir any county, 
city or district thereof, or in all contracts made- e>r 
to lx- pertorme-e! in tin • Commonwealth." 

Ac-cording te> the above statute Lexington could 
not have officially passed an ordinance to go on 
sax-iiiR time since- it would be against the- state law. 
Therefore, tlx* city commissioners re-commende-d to 
the- citizens to ade>pt the- time-, xvhich the y did. Rut. 
since- the University is | public schexil and an insti- 
tution of the Commonwealth, it c annot go on the 
saving time. 

To keep up with the Citv of Le xington and to 
give its employees an extra hour of daylight also, 
the- University will advance its daily schedule one 
Ixxir. First hour classes will meet at 7 a.m. instead 
of 8 a.m. Offices will ope n at 7:30 a.m. rather than 
8:30 a.m. and will elose at -1 p.m. 

There will probably be senne confusion at first 
when stude-nts try to remember that wlien its 10 



a.m. dow ntown it's 9 a.m. on the- campus but after 
missing a few classes and hearing a few harsh 
words from an unsympathetic professor, the new 
sche-dnle will finally sink in. The simplest solution 
to the proble-m for students is. of course, to run 
their watches up an hour. W e w ill the-n go to class 
at the same hour as we have lx-en. and our time 
w ill Ik- w ith the city's. Beware of one point— don't 
pay any attention to the- clock in Memorial Hall and 
in campus buildings.

Next week the Commonwealth will play host to 
thousanels of tourists who will settle in and arounel 
the environs of Churchill Downs lor the big Hun 
lor the Hoses. In the days before the most thrilling 
two minutes in all sportsdom. Falls City business- 
men anel landlords xv ill attempt to lx-at the track 
in taking the- visitors for every thing they 've got. 

Last vea/. the biggest little city in the I'.S. and 
home of of I k decided tei muscle in with two big 
pre-De-rbv shows, starring Judy 
Garland and Bop Hope, designed 
to lure a goodly numlx-r of racing 
tans to hospitable Lexington until 
D ar b y Day. How many folks ac- 
tually got tired of the Louisville 
holdup and furniture-less hotel 
lobbies and headed this xvay. we 
don't knoxx (not xerv many, wed 
pa— ) i but the lex-al Chamber of Commerce and 
Lexington merchants certainly weren't hurt by the 
all-star show . 

Last month the local sponsors, headed by Hugh 
Meriwether and the incomparable Charlie O'Con- 
ncll. announced that Tony Martin and Mr. Hope- 
again, had been signed for shows on Tuesday and 
Thursday nights of next week on the concert stage 
of the Coliseum. So since it ap(x-ars that the' show s 
will become- a regular holiday treat, we'd like to 
oiler a little unasked-tor. but sincere advice to 
whom it may concern, lx-cause the- programs last 
year were wanting in several xvays. 

In the first place. lx>th the Garland and Hope 
shows were badly oil balance. Judy xvas preceded 
by an hour-and-a-halt of orchestrations and vaude- 
ville anel a long intermission-all this before she 
even laid a footsie on stage, and ditto for Hope. 
Anyone familiar with such productions will agree 
that the big name should carry the- show. i.e.. should 
lx- seen at le-ast ten minutes after the curtain rises, 
and act as MC or be around tor the rest of the 
night. Last April. Miss Carland finally showed up 
bafore a then-tired audience and cracked oil ten or 
fifteen numbers without pausing for breath. 

\s for Hob Hope's dexi/ie— vv ell. Hope was funny 
all right, and the crowd apparently went home hap- 
py . but they certainly didn't see the Ski-snex>t at his 
fanciest. We may Ik- sensitive, but Hope- evidently 



figure-d that Lexington w as a push-over and he 
bn/zed into town with no format, a few old jokes, 
and went home richer (by alxmt fifteen grand, we 
heard) and not in the least weary for his efforts.. 
We've seen Hope, who is one' of our favorites, 
really put on a show, and he could here if he'd take- 
a little time to prepare-but of Moneybags is 
smarter'n that-yvhy should he. when he don't 

haft a? 

We also wish that tin lexal promotion gang 
would make some prov isions to take can- of the 
penny le ss I k deni/i ns. The tab for the- tickets is 
a trifle- phe nomenal, and the- lower-priced ducat* 
require, oprm-glassi s. \t an} rate, this Idea of sell- 
ing the tickets on a two-night basis is not e-xactly 
designed to aid the struggling scholar who's starv- 
ing for a night out. Last vear. as we gazed at the 
empty stands at the Carland show, we had the feel- 
ing that aa easier solution woeld lx- to loxver 
price-s— for nc fear that the niMwo. no-go standard 
(which we- have- a hunch may be lifted at the last 
minute) isn't the way to go about it, »but who 
asked us? . . . 

Meanwhile-, the-- movies and CnemaScnnc go 
merrily on. Now play u; is Warners "Lucky Me." 
w ith Doris Day . Robert < uminings and Phil Sil- 
vers, and it's a right good movie. D-Day sings 
nothing much in particular in her usual fine- style, 
and Cnminings. who hasn't been around much 
lately, is excellent, as is funny -man Silvers, straight 
from his "Top Banana hit. 

Cummings and Silvers make for an interesting 
study in contrasts. Both draw gufTaws— Cummings 
bv his quiet underplay ing ol the- mixed-np middle- 
aged kid. and Silve rs bv his patented back-slapping, 
loud-mouth brand of humor, \nyvvay. it's a nice 
little cineinnsical . . .

I presume he 
ofti-rs the-se hoping 1 1 Kit jxople xvill see that txvo- 
thirels ol modern music is subversive and that illus- 



ion to prostitution in music will spoil the- whole 
apple- barrel. 

For the main far he oilers Boy Harris' Sym- 
phonv No. ). This "( oiitemixirary" lalx ls a "caco- 
phonious mess." Pir.li u me xvhile- I die laughing' 
Calling it a "catophonious mess" Ix-w ilders me com- 
pletely. I know the work well and fail to see any 
resemblance Ix-twven it and a pneumatic drill. 
Again Mr. "Lonte mpoi.uv shows his lack of well 
rounded musical knowledge. The Harris Svmphonx 
is xvell constructed with many dramatic and lx-auti- 
ful spots. In the letter- I also see mention of 
Bee-thoxen's 5th Symphony. This reminds me — 
hasn t "( 'ontempoi .11 \ ever lx-en told that at e»ne 
time- Be-ethoven was considered immoral, vulgar, 
unehilx forward, di i nria n n l etc.. etc.?
